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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. A single claim which claims both an apparatus and the method steps of using the 
apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph (see MPEP 2173.05(p) (II) II. 
PRODUCT AND PROCESS IN THE SAME CLAM. 

3. Claim 3 recites a system in the preamble, however the rest of the claim cites method 
steps. There is no structural limitation claimed, therefore, the claim is rejected as being 
indefinite. 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Wendkos et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,453,299. 

1 . Regarding claims 2 and 3, Wendkos teaches identifying an advertiser and an associated 
offer having one condition; determining acceptance of the offer by recipients, associating an 
expected value payment, and corresponding Payoff, with the recipients; selecting at least one of 
the recipients at random, with the probability being set to EV/Payoff (see col. 3 lines 28-54, col. 
12 lines 1 1-27); determining whether the selected recipients satisfies one condition and based on 
positive determination, providing the Payoff to the selected one of the recipients (see col. 1 1 line 
3 to col. 12 line 10 and col. 13 lines 51-60).
